

Status of the Claims 

Claims 1, 2, 4-17, 22, 23, 25-29, 35, 37-40, 42-45, and 47-49 are pending in the present 
application. New claim 50 has been added. Claims 3, 18-21, 24, 30-34, 36, 41, and 46 have 
been cancelled 

Amendments to the Claims 

Claims 1, 2, 4, 5, 9, 12, 15, and 25 have been amended to more clearly define Applicants' 
invention. In these claims, the word "constituent" is replaced with "substituent" and the words 
"either** and "or" have been inserted before and after "hydrophobic," respectively, to clarify the 
claimed invention. Support for these amendments could be found in the claims as originally 



New claim 50 has been added to replace claim 3. Support for claim 50 can be found in 
claim 3 as originally filed. 

Rejection Under 35 U.S.C § 112. Second Paragraph 

Claims 1-6, 12, 15, and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite. 

During the phone interview with Examiner Binta on September 26, 2003, she confirmed 
that claim 6 was inadvertently included and claim 9 was inadvertently omitted from this 
rejection. 

Claims 1, 2, 4, 5, 9, 12, 15, and 25 have been amended to replace "constituent" with 
"substituent" as suggested by the Examiner. These claims have also been amended to insert the 
words "either'* and "or" have been inserted before and after hydrophobic**, respectively to clarify 
that the recited substituents could be hydrophobic, hydrophilic, or fluorophilic. 

Claim 3 has been deleted and replaced with claim 50. 

Since the amendments to the claims have overcome the rejection, Applicants respectfully 
request withdrawal of this rejection.
